Jews Of Holy Land 
Back Lawlessness, 
Government Claims 


JERUSALEM (AP)—The Pa 
estine government declared 
day that Jews had supported an 
“organized Campaign of lawless- 
ness, murder and sabotage” in 
an attempt to gain their’ political 
aims in the Holy Land. 

In a supplementary memoran 
dum submitted to the United Na- 
tions’ special committee on Pales- 
tine, the British-dominated gov 
ernment asserted that Jews had 
“implicitly claimed the right” 
since 1945 to use force back 
their political contentions 

Jews had used _ violetice 
peatedly to carry their 
tention that “nothing should be 
allowed to stand in the way 
a Jewish state and-free immi- 
gration into Palestine, the 
memorandum charged 

“It is true thatlarge num 
of Jews do not today attempt to 
defeyd the crimes that have been 
committed In the name of these 
political aspirations,” it con 
4nued “They. recognize the 
damage caused to their good 
name by these methods in the 
court of world opinion. 

“Nevertheless, the Jewish com 
munity of Palestine stil} publicly 
refuses its help, to the adminis 
tration’s policy in suppressing 
terrorism, on the ‘ground that 
he administration’s policy is op 
posed to Jewish Interests 

“The converse of this attitude 
is clear, and its result, ‘however, 
much the Jewish leaders them 
selves may net wish it, has been 
to give active encouragement-to 
dissidents and freer scope to 
their: activities.”

While this erudite editor of what 
long has been regarded as the journalistic 
mouthpiece of the Holy See may not have 
submitted his “copy” to the Pope himself, 
or even to the Papal Secretariat, it would 
be strange if the arguments to which he 
gives expression were allowed to appear in 
a journal of such repute were some author 
ity not obtained. 

So far as can be gleaned from yester 
day’s dispatch from the Eternal City, how- 
ever, and the very brief extracts from these 
articles that it included, the outside world 
would seem to be given the idea that the 
Holy See’s attitude toward Communism has 
undergone an extraordinary change. Re 
duced to a relatively few words, Count 
Torre poses the argument that the time has 
arrived for the western powers to mak 
greater effort at understanding Com 
munism. There is nothing new in the famous 
editor’s contention that the differences be 
tween Democracy and Communism have 
now reached a point where the supporters 
of each ideology refuse to give ground. The 
conflicts at international conferences pro- 
vide all the information required on this 
point. But when he says that “Russia has 


changed so greatly in the years from Lenin | 


to Stalin that it must-be considered as an 
evolution ‘that cannot be denied,” he avoids 
the undisputable fact that the bitterest at 
tacks on the Communistic philosophy in 
recent years have come from the Holy See, 
and from those areas which are subject 
to guidance and instruction from Rome 


All reasonable-minded persons 
out’ the globe will agree with Count Torre 
when he says that war is not inevitable, that 
it never has been, and that it is “only in 
evitable in that peace may be impossible in 
the face of a belief that war must come.” Of 
course war can be avoided. The basic pre 
requisite for peace is not far to seek. The

N “The Diary of Our Own 

Pepys” the friends of E. W. 
Harrold of Ottawa have pro- 
duced an unusual memorial: to 
the associate editor of the Ottawa 
Citizen, who died in 1945 at the 
age of 56.

Die From Polio; 
Symptoms Given 


Suppose polio does strike, de 
spite precautions! How is the 
disease recognized. Unfortunately 
the symptoms are the same as 
those for a number of other ail 
ments. There may be nausea; 
vomiting, fever, headache, a 
slight stiffness of neck and back 
But call the doctor at once: If 
there is high fever, doctors are 
pretty_sure that it is not polio. 
Positive diagnosis is obtained by 
several means. Abdominal and} 
other reflexes are checked and 
so is knee-jerk. If they are weak 
ened or absent, that is sugges 
tive. Spinal fluid is withdrawn 
for microscopic txamination. In 
polio this normally clear fluid 
becomes cloudy with cells—debris 
from the microbe attack. 

If these evarious tests indicate 
a child has polio, parents should 
not become panicky. The disease 
cripples or kills in only a rela-|

Give Australia 
| Huge Industry

| CANBERRA, Australia (CP)— 
}THé Merino sheep, backbone of 
|the Australian flock of 100,000, 
000 which last year produced 1,- 
| 000,000,000 pounds of wool worth 
$300,000,000 is. sometimes called 
the “ancestor of Australian pres- 
perity.” 

Though such breeds as Corrie 
|dales and, Polwarths are also 
well-established, Merinos whose 
jexport for breeding purposes is 
prohibited make up about 85 per 
ent of the vast flock grazed over 
an area of 500,000 square’ miles, 
or about one-sixth of the contin- 
ent. 

Around the fuzzy Merino, un- 
der such old stud names as Had- 
don Rig, Boonoke and Wangan- 
edda, has grown up Australia’s 
greatest industry—the production 
of about 25 per cent of the 
} werld’s wool. 


FOREIGN CREDITS 


Sales of this fine wool give the 
country annual foreign credits of 
about $200,000,000 and permit the 
purchase of machine tools, auto 
mobiles and other items which 
have raised the Australian living 
standard and provided the means 
to start a grewing organization 
ef secondary industries 

The Merino got its name from 
a Spanish seaman, Capt. Merinas, 
who in 1789 transported some of 
the sheep to Dutch settlers on the 
Cape of Good Hope. Twenty-nine 
|of these ‘sheep from the Cape 
| were brought soon after to New 
South Wales, an infant eolony at 
the time. 

A few of them were obtained 
by Capt. John Macarthur” who 
[had just arrived in New South 
Wales from England. The hot- 
headed captain, once sent home 
for court-martial and later ban- 
ished from the colony for eight 
years for his role in the rebellion 
against Governor William Bligh

With samples of Merino wool, 
Macarthur traveled to England

ONTIONS—Check to be sure the 
bulbs are now ON! TOP of the 
soll, so that they may expand 
without check. If any soil is not 
pulled from the sides of 
bulbs they are unlikely to keep

ENDIVE—This is one of the 
most hardy and least likely to 
bolt of all the “greens” family.

CAULIFLOWER — Cut the 
“eurds” (heads) while they are 
medium-size. Do not let them 
get too large or they may be a 
little strong in flavor.

BABY CABBAGES—Just to be 
sure of an ample supply of cab 
bages, which, if not used at home, 
are an ideal gift to someone who 
may not have a garden, this little 
stynt may be applied when cut 
ting the cabbage heads. 

Instead of cutting the head off, 
feaving a bare statk, cut the ceb- 
bage a few leaves in from the 
outside. .'This.ean easily be done 
with a sharp knife. About six 
outside léaves should be allowed 
to remain on the stalk. Cut these 
back to within two Inches of the 
_stalk and take care not to: “pull” 
the roots. 1 

At the place where the cut leaf 
stems join the stalk, new little 
cabbages will form: They are al- 
lowed to grow until they are 
about the size of a large orange 
They are then cut, cooked whole 
and served as individual baby 
cabbages. The flavor is grand 
and they are a new dish for 
many, cooked or, used in a green 
salad. 

The principal thing in cutting 
cabbage is:to-avoid. rough hand 
ling of the heads. Bruises, even 
slight ones, can cause cabbages 
to deteriorate rapidly. Heads are 
cut from the stems above the 
loose wrapper leaves with @ 
sharp knife, as soon as they are 
fairly firm-and before they burst. 
Use broken ones for sauerkraut. 


COOKED CORN SPROUTS 

A new and very delicious vege 
table for the table, which is not 
known or used by many, is the 
young corn stems. 

When the rows or hills of corn 
are*thinned out, do not .discard 
the little six-inch plants that are 
pulled up. When the “suckers” 
are removed from the growing 
plants, use these for the table, 
too. 

Young corn stalks may be 
cooked much like asparagus. The 
sweet, tender young shoots are 
a welcome addition to the
